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Was It Election Eve Fever? 
Council Dredges into Past

For a fleeting few moments at the regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt city council on Monday, November 1. this reporter had 
a sinking sensation that we’d been there before — like with the 
prolonged controversy over the sewage plant for Greenbriar. Well, 
perhaps “fleeting” is a misnomer since the meeting itself dragged 
on until after 11:30 p.m. and a good share of that time was taken 
up with a discussion of, uh, sludge. 


It all began during a discussion 
of ball fields and the development 
of Parcel 7; with council propos¬ 
ing obtaining cost data regarding 
development of a free-play area on 
Parcel 7, obtaining more informa¬ 
tion about the feasibility of estab¬ 
lishing a ballfield facility at the 
Lake Park behind the Public 
Works Building, and proceeding 
as rapidly as possible with the de¬ 
velopment of the landfill for a 
combination ballfield facility and 
pursue using sewage sludge as a 
soil conditioner. 

Sludge The Thing 

Councilman Richard Pilski then 
started a flap about how, four years 
after he first made such a pitch 
for using human excrement over 
considerable opposition from some 
Greenbelters, he was now happy 
to see that council wanted all of 
the sludge it can get for the ball- 
fields. Councilman Richard Cas- 
taldi quickly took exception, sug¬ 
gesting that Pilski could not pre¬ 
sume to speak for him when he 
talked about council '‘wanting all 
of the sludge it could get/’ 

. Pilski again asserted that he 
virtually stood alone "back then” 
in bis desire to haul sewage into 
Greenbelt when it was plentiful 
and could be had for the asking. 
‘‘Now that everyone wants It.” he 
declared, "it’s very hard to come 
by ” Mayor Gil Weidenfeld quip¬ 
ped that it was a case of "the 
early bird getting the . . ,’\ as it 
were. 

At this point councilman Thom¬ 
as X. White could not contain him¬ 
self any longer. ‘Tm not going to 
let anyone outsludgo me tonight,” 
he asserted. "In all of the time I 
have sat on council or been com¬ 
ing to council meetings,” he stated, 
"I can’t ever recall any Greenbelt 
citizen appearing before council in 
opposition to sewage sludge. I’m 
simply not aware of any adverse 
reaction to sludge in Greenbelt.” 

At this point. Bob Dove, in the 
audience, began to reminisce about 
"the old days in Greenbelt” when 
they hauled 50 truckloads of used 
casting sand from Alexandria and 
dumped it all over Braden field and 
disced it in to make one of the 
"finest fields of its kind any¬ 
where.” “Do you remember it, 
Zip?” he asked, referring to Em¬ 
mett Nanna, the city solicitor. 
"Yah,” exclaimed Nanna, "you got 
all black sliding into second!” 

A short time later, in discussing 
the expiration of terms of appoin¬ 
tees to the Advisory Planning 
Br»«rd and the Emnlovee Relations 
Board, the council decided to ad¬ 
vertise the vacancies in the hon^s 
that int^rest^d persons would vol¬ 
unteer to serve, "Besides,” stated 
Councilman Pilski. "it’s a good wav 
to flush out candidates for the 
next city election.” Whereupon 
Councilman Charles Sehwan ex¬ 
pressed some doubts: "First we 
talk about "rotton boroughs” and

Council meetings 

Restricted Parking 

Over the opposition of Whho 
Castaldi. the council amended its 
citv ordinance in order to restrict 
parking to two hours between 8 
a m end 6 n.m do^ne weekdavs 
in certain spaces In the west park¬ 


ing lot of the Greenbelt commer¬ 
cial center. The city manager, 
James Giese, was requested to 
follow up by telephone on the writ¬ 
ten request that the Armory park¬ 
ing lot be opened to commuter 
parking which was the source of the 
problem in the west lot. At White’s 
request it was also agreed that 
the manager should prepare a 
comprehensive review of ail of the 
parking problems in connection 
with all city parking areas. 

The council unanimously passed 
a resolution authorizing execution 
of an amendatory contract for a 
grant with the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
for the acquisition of open spac e 
in Parcel 1. This would transfer 
previously allocated, but unused, 
open space funds for acquisition 
of the Fury property. 

Unanimous also was a vote to 
add both a larger stop sign and 
a pedestrian cross-walk sign to the 
crosswalk between the Center Mall 
and the Center underpass. The 
latter was in response to a request 
by Mr. D’Angelo who claimed that 
he saved two small children from 
being hit by a car which failed to 
heed the ston sign, and by coun¬ 
cilman Castaldi who claimed that 
Mr. D’Angelo will probably not 
leave him in peace at the Center 
Mall anymore unless council does 
something about the problem. 

Other Matters 

In other actions, council approved 
the Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission’s request for a 35’ 
easement across the Springhill 
Bake park and golf course for the 
purpose of constructing a line as 
part of the Indian Creett relief 
sewer line project. It approved 
Castaldi as the City’s delegate and 
Municipal League director John 
Robinson as the alternate to the 
annual conference of the National 
League of Cities, and supported all 
but one of five proposed changes 
to the by-laws of the League. Des¬ 
pite eloquent arguments by both 
Sehwan and Castaldi in support of 
the representative principle, council 
voted to oppose instituting a weight¬ 
ed voting system while opening 
up membership in the League to 
all cities. At the present time only 
the ten largest cities in the state 
are eligible for membership. 

Council also approved the em¬ 
ployment of John D. Emler and 
Associates as inspection engineers 
for monitoring construction of a 
road for the Glen Ora subdivision 
development, and referred to the 
Advisory Planning Board and the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board the question of what land 
should be acquired to replace as 
open space the Ridge Road Cen¬ 
ter property, which is now to be 
utilized for the housing for the 
elderly project.

GHI Considers Community 
Development Block Grant

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc, board of directors is in the pro¬ 
cess of considering applying for Federal community development 
block grant funds to help the housing cooperative finance its cap¬ 
ital improvement program. It is estimated by the corporation 
that it will require up to $6 million over the next decade to com¬ 
plete necessary and desirable capital improvements. 


The grant program js adminis¬ 
tered by Prince Georges county, 
which uses such Federal funds for 
a number of activities related to 
capital improvements, especially in 
older neighborhoods. Whether the 
county will consider GHI’s propo¬ 
sal favorably depends on a number 
of factors such as the amount of 
funds available and the degree to 
which there is competition for the 
funds. In any event, the earliest 
date that funds could be forth¬ 
coming would be for the fiscal year 
1978, which, under the new Federal 
fiscal year, starts in October, 1977. 
Current GHI thinking is to request 
the county to set aside a sum up 
to $250,000 each year for 3 years 
to assist in obtaining loans for the 
capital improvements. 

Options Open 

The community development 
block grant program is flexible and 
permits help to be extended in a 
number of ways. Some of the op¬ 
tions open to GHI are as follows: 

(1) Direct subsidization of loans 
obtained from private financial 
institutions. Under this approach, 
the county would give a grant to 
GHI to reduce the outstanding prin¬ 
cipal of borrowed funds. This 
would produce two results: (a) a 
lower effective interest rate and 
(b) greater security for the lender. 

(2) Loan guarantees for GHI 
loans from private lenders could 
be provided directly by the county 
or, through county auspices, from 
the Federal Government. Loan 
guarantees will be especially im¬ 
portant, if GHI determines that it 
will not borrow funds subject to 
a mortgage being placed on GHI 
property. Guarantees, plus a defin¬ 
itive plan of corporate repayment,

for loans may be sufficient for len¬ 
ders to advance the requisite funds 
without requiring a mortgage as 
security. 

(3) Matching grants from the 
county for GHI-funded capital im 
provements. Under this approach, 
GHI could annually budget $375,000 
(current mortgage payments) for 
capital improvements and have thr 
county provide, for example, a 
grant for another $300,000 each 
year until the planned work was 
complete. One drawback of this 
proposal is that the county could 
not obligate itself for the extended 
period required to complete the 
planned work and GHI would run 
the risk of having its county funds 
cut off. 

(4) Direct county loans to GHI 
for capital improvements. This 
would entail the county establish¬ 
ing a separate municipal corpora¬ 
tion to borrow funds from private 
sources and reloan them to GHI. 
This could result in lower interest 
rates to GHI because the county 
can borrow funds below current 
market interest rates under its 
tax-exempt status. This approach 
may require GHI mortgaging the 
property as security for such a 
loan. 

Major issues 

If the GHI board is receptive 
to submitting a proposal to the 
county, one of the major issues it 
must face is whether or not it 
should make a mortgage an option 
to be considered. If a mortgage 
is to be an option, the board will 
have to take steps to gain approval 
of GHI members for a future 
mortgage obligation. The alterna¬ 
tive is to seek an unsecured loan 
which may be more difficult to aq* 
quire. 

One possibility is to use the pro¬ 
perties of Greenbelt Development 
Corporation, the GHI wholly-owned 
subsidiary corporation operating the 
Parkway apartments, as security 
for a loan. The present outstand¬ 
ing mortgage is only about $14,000 
Another possibility is-to enlist the 
city of Greenbelt in supporting a 
below market interest A'ate rehabili¬ 
tation loan program. 

Master Plan 

Community block grant funds 
may also be used to assist in de 
veloping a master plan and the 
GHI board is also considering a 
proposal to request $30,000 for 
hiring planning consultants. The 
Long-Range Planning committee, 
under chairman Wayne Williams, 
sees the need for a master plan 
to (3) preserve the homes and 
grounds of GHI so the original de¬ 
sign of Greenbelt can be enjoyed 
by future generations and (2) im¬ 
prove existing facilities and aes¬ 
thetic qualities of GHI to meet 
the requirements of modern-day 
living. 

Benefits to members are expected 
to include maintaining or improv¬ 
ing the value of GHI homes, mak¬ 
ing GHI a more attractive place to 
live, modernizing heating, plumb¬ 
ing, and electrical systems, and 
reducing operating costs so that 
GHI can effect savings to members 
in their monthlv charges.

Gets Timetable 

City officials have agreed upon 
a time schedule to be submitted 
to the State of Maryland for the 
housing for the elderly project. 
The schedule to be submitted to 
the Maryland State Department 
of Economic and Community De¬ 
velopment (DECD) will then be 
forwarded, if approved, to the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

- Submission of application for 
feasibility (January 20, 1977) 

- Issuance by DECD of letter 
of feasibility (March 15, 1977) 

- Completion of design develop¬ 
ment phase and submission to 
DECD for conditional commitment. 
(June 1, 1977) 

- Conditional commitment issued 
by DECD (August 1, 1977) 

Completion of working draw¬ 
ings and submission for firm com¬ 
mitment. (October 15, 1977) 

- Issuance of firm committment 
by DECD (December 1, 1977) 

Construction loan closing and 
start of construction (February 1, 
1978). 

The city cautioned that the lee¬ 
way on the starting construction 
date could be as much as three 
months either way from the Feb¬ 
ruary 1978 date.

T!v 
committee is to review and make 
recommendations on reports, plans 
and other material pertaining to 
the elderly housing. The city is 
accepting applications from citi¬ 
zens interested in serving on this 
committee.

Heavy Voting In Greenbelt 
Makes Long Day at Polls 


°n it, two hearings are set up on 
different nights of the week. They 
are designed especially so that 
interested members can have the 
manager's budget explained to 
them, can recommend cuts, or sug 
gest additions to the programs 
proposed for funding during the 
coming ,year. The hearings this 
year were conducted on Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday, November 3 
and 4. 

The proposed 1977 operating 
budget presented at both hear¬ 
ings by the manager, Royal D. 
Breashears, and Donald McGinn, 
comptroller, totals $3,112,036, com¬ 
pared to $2,780,891 for 1976. The 
amount would result in an in¬ 
crease to members averaging 
11.91%. Asked why such large in¬ 
creases are necessary year after 
year Breashears said inflation af¬ 
fects GHI just as it does every¬ 
thing else, and pointed in partic¬ 
ular to a 17 percent increase in 
utility costs, a 22 percent increase

Under sunny skies, 6,380 Green- 
belters streamed to the polls cn 
Election Day - November 2, 1976. 
Patience and friendliness marked 
their mood as they stood in line, 
some for as long as two hours at 
the Springhill Lake Elementary 
School (8th precinct).

Many persons hoping to vote prior 
to leaving for work dropped out 
of line in order to catch their bus 
into town. In good spirits, they 
said their “good -byes” and rejoined 
the lines in the evening.

The budget includes for the first 
time a breakdown of costs by pro¬ 
gram, for which many members 
have repeatedly asked. This year 
it was made possible by the greater 
use of computers in the GHI ac¬ 
tuating office. The breakdown 
shows separately for each, program 
(roofing, plumbing, electric work, 
etcJ the amount budgeted for la¬ 
bor and for materials, as allocated 
by the brick and masonry homes 
and the frame homes. 

Fifty-five members attended the 
hearings, of which more than half 
were young people. The questions 
asked by members concerned the 
increase in pensions and the in¬ 
come from services to members. 
Pan of the pension increase was 
caused bv a new pension reform 
hw which requires that some new 
v| oyees be made part of the 
wr.i sion plan earlier than had been 
GHI practice in the past. The 

jture of services to members and 
the hourly rates ($10 an hour) were 
explained as well as services and 
rates to Greenbelt Development 
Corporation, the wholly owned 
subsidiary of GHI. 

The board of directors will take 
tip the budget at its regular meet¬ 
ing on Thursday, November 11. 
President James Smith said that 
he hopes the board can make en¬ 
ough savings to bring the increase 
down to below 10 percent. Oth¬ 
erwise. the bylaws require that a 
special membership meeting be 
called to act on the increase.

Picture License Cominq 

The State Motor Vehicle Ad¬ 
ministration is planning the shift 
to operating permits with a photo 
by means of a system in which 
25% of Maryland drivers per year 
for the next 4 years will be trans 
ferred over to the new system. 

Although the cost will'be greater 
- $6.00 for a four year license as 
opposed to $2.00 for a two year 
license, there will be a number of 
benefits with the new system. 
Fraud and deception in check 
cashing would be curtailed, new 
licenses will be much harder to 
alter and counterfeit, and drivers 
will be prevented from illegally lend 
iag their licenses to someone else 
who is about the same height, age 
and weight. 

The Motor Vehicle Administra¬ 
tion indicated this week that a 
package of instructions will be 
sent out to drivers whose last name 
begins with letters from A to K 
and whose licenses expire in early 
1977.

morning, unlike previous elections. 
They were elated at the turnout 
and thought the crowd was “the 
nicest ever.” The judges praised 
the thoughtfulness of voters who 
were willing to allow the sick and 
elderly to move to the head of the 
lines. In general, a party-like at¬ 
mosphere reigned giving residents 
an opportunity to renew acquaint¬ 
ances and meet new Greenbelters. 

Long Lines 

The doors did not close at any 
of the three schools at the designa¬ 
ted time of 8 p.m. Six voting ma¬ 
chines at North End were in op 
eration until 8:20 p.m.; the 8 ma¬ 
chines at Center until 9:30 p.m, 
and the 8 machines at Springhill 
Lake until 10 p.m. The county as¬ 
signs 1 machine for every 400 per¬ 
sons and allows voters 7 minutes 
to remain in the ballot booth. 

Despite the long list of questions 
that were .on the ballot, most vo¬ 
ters opened the curtain in four 
minutes. The long waiting period 
is credited for speeding up the 
voting process inside the booth. 
Veters were able to review ques¬ 
tions while standing in line. Most 
people felt that they were not given 
adequate information with respect 
to the questions prior to the elec¬ 
tion. 

A total of 10 election workers 
were stationed at the three voting 
centers to serve the people of 
Greenbelt. Their working day be¬ 
gan at 6 a.m. and, for some, it did 
not end until early Wednesday 
morning. Voters seemed as im¬ 
pressed with the election workers 
as the election workers were with 
the voters. Workers were compli¬ 
mented for a smooth operation and 
for remaining calm and efficient 
during those hours when the 
crowds were weaving up and down 
the hallways and, sometimes, out 
the front doors. 

Chief Judges were Tanya OhI 
son, and Ray Conn, Springhill 
Lake; Belva Weisel and Kather¬ 
ine Foster, Center School; and 
Margaret Baldovin and Eunice 
Coxon, North End School. All 
wish to pay tribute to their elec¬ 
tion workers and to the people of 
Greenbelt for their “marvelous” 
cooperation. 


Nearly 1000 people attended the 
open-house/back-to-school program 
held at Eleanor Roosevelt Senior 
High School on Sunday afternoon, 
October 31. Meeting in the school’s 
auditorium - used for the- very first 
time that afternoon - the large 
group of parents, students, teach¬ 
ers and friends were welcomed 
by Ray Ogden, principal. 

Ogden invited visitors to tour the 
building and meet the teachers. He 
also gave some of the background 
of the school and explained some of 
the problems that still need to be 
ironed out - such as lengthy bus 
rides, things that do not work as 
they should, homework load, etc. 
Ogden encouraged parents to be¬ 
come involved in Roosevelt stating 
that student participation isn’t the 
same without it. He urged them 
to contact him or one of his vice¬ 
principals if a problem arises. 

Speaking also was G. James 
Gholson, administrator of the Nor¬ 
thern area of the county schools. 
Gholson had praise for the prog¬ 
ress made by the staff of Roose¬ 
velt and those parents, administra- 
» tors and members of the commun¬ 
ity who worked together to make 
it possible to open the school in 
September. He explained that in 
January 1976 they found out that 
the school would house both corn- 
only one in the state having com¬ 
ponents. While this should have 
taken three or four years to plan, 
the school was slated to open in 
September. 

After Gholson and other admin¬ 
istrators spent a morning in the 
Bronx technical schol, they decid¬ 
ed to concentrate on math and 
sciences as the basis for develop¬ 
ing the school. Working with a 
committee of administrators, teach¬ 
ers, parents, people from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland and Goddard 
Space agency, plans for the cur¬ 
riculum were- made for Roosevelt. 

This committee, still at work, had 
scheduled a meeting for Novem¬ 
ber 1 to start planning for next 
year to ask “where wo are going 
and where we are now” and to 
move on from there. He pointed out 
the uniqueness of the school, the 
only one in the stae having com¬ 
prehensive and technology compon¬ 
ents. 

Parents were also welcomed by 
Robin Handley, president of the 
newly formed student government 
group. A member of the. newly 
formed parent booster club told 
of the decision of its steering com¬ 
mittee to back all student clubs, 
organizations, teams, etc. Parents 
were asked to join this group be¬ 
fore they left that afternoon. The 
decision about whether to form a 
PTA type organization wall not be 
made until spring. 

Following the speakers a short 
film about the school was shown 
by teacher Jack Steiffer. The film 
was made by Steiffe-r with the help 
of students. 

Then the visitors were up and 
out to all corners of the school, 
many stopping for refreshments 
in the Commons (cafeteria), mod 
eagerly looking for daughter’s an 1 
son’s classrooms to meet teachers, 
the library, the gym, the televis¬ 
ion studio . . . Student guides wer ? 
on hand to give directions. Mor ■ 
than three hours later the halls 
were still overflowing when the 
principal announced over the in¬ 
tercom that it was time to leave. 
It had been a very successful day.

Accessibility Legislation 
Proposed for Handicapped 

Prince Georges handicapped cit> 
izens whether they’re interested 
in seeing a movie, shopping at the 
grocery store or using a public 
telephone — will be assured total 
accessibility in new buildings as 
a result of County Council legis¬ 
lation scheduled for public hear¬ 
ing November 16 at 11 a.m. 

Sponsored by seven County Coun- 
cilmen, the proposed legislation, 
considered one of the area’s most 
comprehensive, requires new con¬ 
struction or substantial enlarge¬ 
ment or repair of an existing build¬ 
ing to be architecturally barrier 
free to guarantee the handicapped 
the same mibility other citizens en¬ 
joy. 

According to the proposal, at 
least two percent of seating space 
in assembly halls must be open for 
those in wheelchairs; two percent 
of parking spaces in large lots 
must be accessible to the handi¬ 
capped and located close to ele¬ 
vators and ramps. 

The proposal requires special 
curb cuts; sidewalks scored or tex¬ 
tured to indicate to the blind the 
location of doors; and one tenth 
of all bedroom units in hotel and 
motel complexes of 20 units or more 
must be usable by the handi¬ 
capped. One quarter of all dwelling 
units in apartment complexes of 
20 units or more must be accessi¬ 
ble and adaptable for use by the 
physically handicapped and at least 
one dwelling in six be usable by 
the disabled. 

The County Courthouse in Upper 
Marlboro has been improved to 
meet most of the bill’s require¬ 
ments. Experts consider the Coun¬ 
ty Administration Building, still 
under construction, to meet, and In 
some cases, exceed the proposed 
bidding guidlines. 

County officials believe the pro¬ 
posed building code revisions will 
make Prince George’s County a 
national forerunner in accessibility 
requirements for handicapped. 

In other types of construction, 
the bill makes similar stipulations 
making everything from library 
stacks to swmming pools more ac¬ 
cessibility to the handicapped.

Learn to live with high blood 
pressure, a new educational series, 
is being offered by the Prince 
George's County Health Depart¬ 
ment.
